Hanoi Aide's 
Trip Home 
Significant

PARIS (AP) - 
Le Due Tho's 


two previous trips home from 
the Paris peace talks coincided 
with a delicate phase in negotia- 
tions between North 
Vietnam 


and the United States. Now the 
chief adviser to Hanoi's peace 
conference delegation is on his 
way home again. 


Tho left Monday with stops en 


route scheduled In Moscow and 
Peking, the principal contribu- 
tors to North Vietnam's war ef- 
fort. 
U.S. delegation sources 


feel Tho might ,have been re- 
called for a policy review. They 
are 
discouraging 
speculation 


that he is taking back a new 
U.S. proposal for top-level con- 
sideration. 


On the surface there are no 


symptoms of progress in the 
peace talks. But the circum- 
stances of Tho's last two trips 
home give support to specula- 
tion 
that his trial, be due to 


some hidden, significant devel- 
opments. 


After arriving in Paris last 


June 3 to supervise the North 
Vietnamese delegation, Tho re- 
turned to Hanoi on June 29. This 
was at the start of a summer- 
long lull In major Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese ground action 
in South Vietnam and of a peri- 
od of Intensive secret diplomacy 
in Paris. 


During Tho's absence, a rank- 


ing North Vietnamese official 
confided to the French Foreign 
Ministry that the lull was Ha- 
noi's response to the American 
demand for reciprocity In nego- 
tiations for a total halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 


Throughout July, Washington 


debated whether the lull In 
fighting was really Initiated by 
Hanoi and whether it was suffi- 
cient reason to halt all bombing 
above the 17th Parallel. But the 
Johnson administration decided 
against 
halting 
the bombing 


then, and Tho came back to 
Paris Aug. 13, 


His next departure on Oct. 14 


was in the midst of terminal 
bargaininr over a bombing halt, 
when proposals were being ex- 
changed between the Americans 
and the North Vietnamese in 
private meetings outside the 
conference hall. 


Early in October, Ambassa* 


dor Xuan Thuy hinted that Ha- 
noi would agree to enlarged 
talks with Saigon and the Viet 
Cong participating even if U.S. 
reconaissance flights over North 
Vietnam continued. This was a 
significant 
modification 
of 


Thuy's stand in the preceding 
five months of bilateral talks. 


While Tho was home report* 


ing to President Ho Chi Mlnh, 
the North Vietnamese signalled 
their acceptance of the U.S. 
bombing halt package. On Oct. 
31 President Johnson announced 
the cessation of bombing. 


Tho returned to Parts Nov, 23, 


and the first session of the four- 
party- talks was held Jan. 18.

New Jersey 
Renews Fire 
on N. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - The battle- 


ship New Jersey returned to the 
Vietnam war after a month off 
the firing line and smashed 64 
enemy bunkers south of Da 
Nang, military spokesmen re- 
ported today. 


For four hours Monday, the 


56,000-ton battlewagon hurled 
1,900-pound shells at North Viet- 
namese fortifications which an 
air spotter said "have been im- 
pervious to previous strikes." 


The New Jersey's bombard- 


ment was In support of South 
Korean marines and killed at 
least five enemy soldiers, a 
spokesman reported. 


The battleship had been in Ja- 


pan for routine maintenance 
and replenishment of her sup- 
plies. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced another American hell- 
copter was shot down and de- 
stroyad near Pleiku, in the Cen- 
tral Highlands, but there were 
no casualties. It was the 2,356th 
U.S. helicopter lost during the 
war. 


Viet Cong and North Viet- 


namese forces stepped up their 
ground war during the night 
with attacks on ttjee provincial 
capitals, two allied bases, a pac- 
ification team and a govern- 
ment infantry battalion. The 
North Vietnamese also fired on 
a small U.S. observation plane 
over the southern half of the De- 
militarized Zone but missed it. 


South Vietnamese troops were 


hard hit in two of the attacks, 
suffering 24 dead and 53 wound- 
ed while accounting for only 14 
known enemy dead. The rest of 
the attacks caused only a hand- 
ful of American and South Viet- 
namese wounded and light dam- 
age. 


In the 
Mekong Delta, 102 


miles southwest of Saigon, Viet 
Cong soldiers ripped into a 
South Vietnamese Infantry bat- 
talion with withering machine- 
gun and small arms fire. After 
the action, 12 South Vietnamese 
soldiers were dead, 35 were 
wounded, and only seven enemy 
bodies were counted, The South 
Vietnamese soldiers may have 
been ambushed in the canal- 
laced delta, but no other details 
were available. 


Another heavy assault came 


before dawn when enemy forces 
pumped 50 to 100 mortar rounds 
into Phu Bon, a provincial capl* 
tal in the Central Highlands, 
and then stormed the town's 
military headquarters, firing 
bazooka 
rockets and small 


arms. 


Again 12 South Vietnamese 


soldiers and at least seven of 
the enemy were killed, dive or 
six civilians were also killed, 
and the wounded included 18 
government troops and five or 
six civilians. 


An officer in the town said 


only two enemy soldiers were 
able 
to break 
through the 


barbed 
wire perimeter sur* 


rounding the camp and both 
were killed in the 5Q*jninute 
fight. 


The sprawling Da Nang air 


base and a U.S. and South Viet* 
qftmese army base 57 miles 
northwest of Saigon also were 
sheeted.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) « A 


key witness at Clay Shaw's trial 
testified he was befuddled at 
times—but remained "100 per 
cent sure" he heard Shaw plot* 
ting to assassinate President 
John F. Kennedy. 


Perry Raymond Russo, 27, in- 


sisted that his expressions of 
grave doubt made to various 
people before trial started were 
due to enormous mental »res* 
sures generated by the case. 


"I would like to be 1,000 per 


cent sure," said Russo. "But 
1,000 per cent is something you 
can never really reach. Does 
that make sense?" 


"No," said defense lawyer F. 


Irvin Dymond. 
"Then why keep pursuing it?" 
snapped Asst. Dist. Atty. James 
L. Alcock. 


But Dymond concentrated to 


the end on whether Russo had, 
as he once put it, lost the ability 
to distinguish "fact from fanta- 
sy." 


Russo, ending nearly 10 hours 


on the stand, stepped down Tues- 
day. 


In his long cross examination, 


Dymond bore down hard on 
statements Russo made to po- 
lice Sgt. Edward O'Donnell dur- 
7, lie detector test. 


Before the test, Russo had 


told the preliminary hearing he 
was at a party at Ferrie's 
apartment in September of 1963 
and overheard the plotters. 


"Do you deny that when you 


were asked if Clay Shaw was at 
the party, you replied, 'Do you 
want to know the truth? I don't 
know if he was there or not?'" 
asked Dymond. 


A—With some 
explanation, 


yes. At that time so many peo- 
ple were pressuring ... it was 
getting hard for me to tell if he 
was there or if he wasn't. 


Q—But you did tell him it was 


hard to tell if Shaw was there or 
not? 


A—After explaining, yes. 
Q—Did you tell Sgt. O'Donnell 


that if you had to give a yes or 
no answer as to whether Shaw 
was at the party, you would 
have to say no? 


A—Probably not in those ex- 


act words but in essence, yes. 


Earlier Dymond asked Russo 


if he had told Layton Martens, 
one of four men Dist. Atty. Jim 
Garrison has charged with per- 
jury during the assassination 
probe, that the Shaw case "Is 
the most blown up and confused 
thing I have ever seen." 


"Yes," said Russo, wiping his 


brow.

UTtLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller revealed 
Tuesday a proposal to extens- 
ively reorganise state agencies 
and their functions. 


Although in the form of a bill 


ready for submission to the leg* 
Islature, Rockefeller indicated 
he had not decided whether to 
pursue the matter in the cur* 
rent legislative session, 


Instead, the governor asked 


agency heads and legislators to 
give him their opinion of the 
proposal by next Wednesday to 
help him decide soon whether 
to pursue the matter now or 
later. 


Rockefeller pointed out that 


the state government of Colo- 
rado recently underwent a sim- 
ilar reorganization and showed 
that the changes could be ac- 
complished "with little or no 
dislocation during the transition 
period." 


The reorganization is based 


on a report by Dr. Max Milam, 
an associate professor of poll- 
cal science at the University of 
Arkansas. Milam, attorneys and 
U of A law students drafted the 
proposal to embody the recom- 
mendations of his report. 


The state Administration De- 


partment, under the plan, would 
be changed to the Department 
of Administration with Its chief 
officer titled director. 


Under the expanded depart- 


ment, it would be: 


The proposal would change 


the Slate Administration De- 
partment to the Department of 
Administration and its chief of* 
fleer \vo\ild have the title o! 
director. 


Under lite expanded depart- 


ment would be* 


**A budgeting and accounting 


division which would take in 
the state treasurer's office di» 
Vision responsibility for process' 
ing redeemed warrants.

he state House of Represen- 
tatives gave Arkansas' tax- 
payers a real shock Tuesday 


when It completed legislative en- 
actment of SB 142 which would 
allocate tax funds to the county 
judges' lobby group known as the 
Association of Arkansas coun- 
ties. 


The house vote was 61 to 29, 


the senate 
having previously 


passed it 23 to 6— reflecting 
the obvious pressure put upon 
the state's lawmakers by a lo- 
cal-level lobby. 


The bill 
now goes to Gov. 


Rockefeller—who by all odds 
should veto it. 


The governor, the state's in- 


stitutions, and the political Es- 
tablishment generally, are al- 
ready suspected of dreaming up 
a monumental tax increase to 
cut the University of Arkansas 
in two and hand Uttle Rock the 
major piece (called the UA-LRU 
merger)—and passage of SB 142 
to further divert public money 
into political channels may well 
be a death blow to the enactment 
of any tax increase. 


H the public's opposition to any 


change in the present tax laws 
is hardening every day that the 
General Assembly is in session 
the passage of SB 142 tells you 
why. 


First we saw the legislature 


approve the proposition to hand 
Uttle Rock a big slice of the 
Fayetteville university and sad- 
dle the state's taxpayers with 
the debts run up by the promo- 
ters of Uttle Rock University, 


And now we have SB 142—a 


proposal to give tax money to 
a local politicians' lobby so the 
lobby can afford to put additional 
pressure on the legislature for 
still more money. 


What makes the public mad is 


the legislative inference that the 
people back home are "loaded" 
and stupid. 


Stupid they may be, but it's 


just possible that what they are 
loaded for is bear—legislative 
bear. 


Besides which (here is the vir- 


tual certainty that any tax in- 
crease that ultimately comnsout 
of this frustrating session will 
be referred by petition to a state- 
wide referendum.

ernment. 


"By this sharing of fiscal 


strength within the federal sys- 
tem," he said in a statement, 
"we cannot only further educa- 
tion and provide welfare bene- 
fits more efficiently, but we can 
also help preserve the vitality 
and effectiveness of state and 
local government, within the 
federal system." 


Nixon presided at the opening 


of the Urban Council meeting 
but turned over the chair to 
Vice president Spiro T. Agnew 
because 
a National Security 


Council session began 15 min- 
utes later. 


Under the Rockefeller plan, ?.5 


per cent of surcharge revenues 
would be diverted to state and 
local governments in 1970 to 
provide an estimated $2.75 bil- 
lion. 


He proposed that an addition- 


al 25 per cent be added each 
year until, by 1973, all receipts 
from the surcharge-an estimat- 
ed $14 billion—would be distrib- 
uted to states and local commu- 
nities. 


"A 
serious 
imbalance has 


been developing within the fed- 
eral system," Rockefeller said. 
"State and local expenditures to 
meet human needs have been 
rising much more rapidly than 
federal expenditures for domes- 
tic purposes. 


However, the federal govern- 


ment collects two-thirds of all 
the taxes whereas state and lo- 
cal governments collect only 
one-third, and this is inadequate 
to meet the people's needs." 


The governor also called for

Sirhan May 
Change Plea, 
Reports Say

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Re- 


ports circulated today that Sir- 
han 
BIsnara 
Sirhan 
might 


change his 
innocent 
plea to 


guilty in the gunshot assassina- 
tion of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 


Such a change, If it occurred, 


would result from either an un- 
derstanding or a firm belief that 
a life term in prison—instead of 
death—would be the maximum 
penaky, the Los Angeles Times 
reported. 


The only likely obstacle would 


be 
Sirhan's own refusal 
to 


change his plea, the Times said. 
Strhan, a slender 24-year-old 
from Jordan, was described as 
fearful a change of plea would 
rob him of the opportunity to 
publicly air reasons for the as- 
sassination. 


The Times said Sir nan's de- 


fense attorneys huddled with the 
defendant, 
his 
mother, 
and 


brother Tuesday to discuss the 
possible guilty plea. 


Speculation also rose Monday 


night when Evelle J. Younger, 
Los Angeles County district at- 
torney, said without elaboration 
In a television interview that the 
Sirhan trial could take "three 
months or three days." 


Court sources said a change 


in plea represented one way to 
drastically reduce the length of 
a trial that has already con- 
sumed nearly six weeks just in 
making 
preliminary 
motions 


and selecting a jury. 


For either a conviction or a 


plea of guilty to murder in the 
first degree, the death penalty 
or life Imprisonment is manda- 
tory under California state law. 


Defense attorneys were said 


to pin their hopes for having Sir- 
han avoid the gas chamber on 
the argument tha| Ms mental or 
emotional capacity was so di- 
minished as to rule out the de- 
gree of premeditation needed to 
warrant death. 


Neither defense attorneys nor 


the prosecution would comment. 


Opening statements 
by de- 


fense and prosecution, and pos- 
sible first testimony, are sched- 
uled to start Thursday, after a 
recess for Lincoln's birthday. 


The eight-man, four-woman

Dear Helen: I read that cigar- 


ette consumption was down in 
1968 
by a small amount, and 


then I heard on television that 
the percentage of smokers had 
dropped two points. Is this among 
teen-agers or adults, or both?— 
REFORMED 


Dear Reformed: Two recent 


surveys show smoking among 
teen-agers has dropped consider- 
ably more than two percent. A 
national, though somewhat Limit- 
ed poll made for the United 
States Public Health Service in 
early 1968 estimates that less 
than one percent of boys and 
girls in the age - 12 and 13 
group are presently smokers; 
and that 25 percent of 17-year- 
old boys smoke cigarettes now, 
as compared with 35 percent 
a decade ago. The corresponding 
figures for girls of the same 
age. are 15 percent currently as I 
compared 
with' 25 percent 10 


years ago. 


However, these figures are 


sharply contested by W. Herbert 
Grigson who heads up the Non- 
Smokers 
Clubs 
in 
Chester 


County, 
Penna. 
His intensive 


anti-smoking campaign in 22 Pen- 
nsylvania schools lias resulted 
in an 8.7 percent decrease among 
young smokers over a three-year 
period, but he states that the 
number of 17-year-old cigarette 
smokers still remains 39 per- 
cent (boys) and 25'b percent 
(girls). His figures are borne 
out by regional surveys in Calif- 
ornia and Oregon. 


While cigarettes are becom- 


ing less popular with some stu- 
dents, an estimated 4,500 new 
11-and 12-year-olds take to them 
every day of the year. So says 
Dr. Ashbel C. Williams, of the 
American Cancer Society. 


And before you breathe a sigh 


of relief that teen smoking is on 
the down trend, consider this: 
Teen use of liquor and illegal 
drugs las reached an all time 
high. It's time we started anti- 
drugs and non-drinking clubs too. 
Right?-!!.

ing mansion near Washington's 
Dupont Circle where she has 
lived for 44 years among paint- 
ings, photographs, books and 
dusty animal skins that recall 
hei father's Big Game days. 


Wiry 
and energetic, Mrs. 


Roosevelt remains a sought-aft- 
er guest and was one of the ear- 
liest invited to dinner after the 
Nixon's moved into the White 
House last month. 


She holds court in the after- 


noon at her regular teas, spends 
time browsing small stores and 
book shops, and "goes out when 
I have enough invitations to en- 
joy." 


Her conversation turns often 


to the White House where she 
lived from 1901 until her marr- 
age there in 1906 and stillknows 
it like any of the books she 
reads till sunup everyday.

nounced 
he was 
asking the 


Treasury Department to consid- 
er legislation to limit one-bank 
holding companies. 


Secretary 
of the Treasury 


David M. Kennedy resigned as 
chairman of the board of Conti- 
nental Illinois to become secre- 
tary of the treasury. Robert P. 
Mayo, Nixon's budget director 
was vice president of Continent- 
al Illinois. And Paul A. Volcker 
was a vice president of Chase 
Manhattan before assuming his 
present job as undersecretary of 
the treasury for monetary af- 
fairs.

Department 


spokesman said Monday legis- 
lation would be proposed this 
month 
to restrict the non- 
banking activities of one-bank 
holding companies. 


Also on Monday, the House 


Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee issued a report warning that

would have to be retroactive. 


A one-bank holding company 


is, in effect, an identity-chang- 
ing procedure that allows a 
bnak to slip around the general 
rule prohibiting it from engag- 
ing in non-banking fields. 


The usual practice is for a 


bank's management to create a 
holding company and transfer 
ownership of the bank to this 
company. 
The same 
manage- 


ment then is in control of both. 
The holding company then can 
do business in such non-financial 
areas as real estate, mining, 
manufacturing and insurance. 


Patman's committee report 


pointed out that in 1955, there 
were 117 one-bank holding com- 
panies existing or proposed with 
$11.6 billion in deposits. In 1965 
there were 550 such holding 
companies controlling $15.1 bil- 
lion.

companies, with the relatively 
small increase in the amount of 
money

trolled, suggested that most of 
the new companies were small 
operations.

rose in January while the rate 
for teenagers are not as the La- 
bor Department figures showed.

T 


he state House of Represen- 
tatives gave Arkansas' tax- 
payers a real shock Tuesday 


when 11 completed legislative en- 
actment of SB 142 which would 
allocate tax funds to the county 
judges' lobby group known as the 
Association of Arkansas coun- 
ties. 


The house vote was 61 to 29, 


the senate 
having previously 


passed It 23 to 6-reflecting 
the obvious pressure put upon 
the state's lawmakers by a lo- 
cal-level lobby. 


The bill now goes to Gov. 


Rockefeller—who by all odds 
should veto it. 


The governor, the state's in- 


stitutions, and the political Es- 
tablishment generally, are al- 
ready suspected of dreaming up 
a monumental tax Increase to 
cut the University of Arkansas 
in two and hand Uttle Rock the 
major piece (called the UA-LRU 
merger)—and passage of SB 142 
to further divert public money 
into political channels may well 
be a death blow to the enactment 
of any tax increase. 


If the public's opposition toany 


change in the present tax laws 
is hardening every day that the 
General Assembly is in session 
the passage of SB 142 tells you 
why. 


First we saw the legislature 


approve the proposition to hand 
Uttle Rock a big slice of the 
Fayetteville university and sad- 
dle the state's taxpayers with 
the debts run up by the promo- 
ters of Little Rock University. 


And now we have SB 142—a 


proposal to give tax money to 
a local politicians' lobby so the 
lobby can afford to put additional 
pressure on the legislature for 
still more money. 


What makes the public mad is 


the legislative inference flat the 
people back home are "loaded" 
and stupid. 


Stupid they may be, but It's 


just possible that what they are 
loaded for is boar—legislative 
bear. 


Besides which there is the vir- 


tual certainty that any tax in- 
crease that ultimately comosout 
of this frustrating session will 
be referred by petition to a state- 
wide referendum.

House today a plan to continue 
the "temporary" 10 per cent 
federal income tax surcharge 
and use the proceeds to help fi- 
nance state and local programs, 
particularly for education. 


In a presentation made before 


President Nixon's Urban Affairs 
Council, Rockefeller also sug- 
gested that 25 per cent of future 
growth In other federal reve- 
nues be earmarked to under- 
write new nationwide welfare 
standards which, he urged, be 
paid hi full by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


"By this sharing of fiscal 


strength within the federal sys- 
tem," he said in a statement, 
"we cannot only further educa- 
tion and provide welfare bene- 
fits more efficiently, but we can 
also help preserve the vitality 
and effectiveness of state and 
local government, within the 
federal system." 


Nixon presided at the opening 


of the Urban Council meeting 
but turned over the chair to 
Vice president Spiro T. Agnew 
because 
a National Security 


Council session began 15 min- 
utes later. 


Under the Rockefeller plan, 25 


per cent of surcharge revenues 
would be diverted to state and 
local governments in 1970 to 
provide an estimated $2.75 bil- 
lion. 


He proposed that an addition- 


al 25 per cent be added each 
year until, by 1973, all receipts 
from the surcharge-an estimat- 
ed $14 billion-would be distrib- 
uted to states and local commu- 
nities. 


"A serious 
imbalance has 


been developing within the fed- 
eral system," Rockefeller said. 
"State and local expenditures to 
meet human needs lave been 
rising much more rapidly than 
federal expenditures for domes- 
tic purposes. 


However, the federal govern- 


ment collects two-thirds of all 
the taxes whereas state and lo- 
cal governments collect only 
one-third, and this Is Inadequate 
to meet the people's needs." 


The governor also called for 


creation of a national contribu- 
tory health Insurance system 
and an overhaul in the method 
of calculating and granting fed- 
eral aid to the states and locali- 
ties.

The withdraw- 
al would n.ot rob the government 
of Its majority, but it w o u l d 
threaten the widespread unity 
that has been one of the govern- 
ment's biggest supports in the 
weeks that its policy of retali- 
ation lias been under fire from 
the United States. 


The threat to the government 


resulted from Eshkol's Inter- 
view with Newsweek magazine 
in which he said Israel Is deter- 
mine to keep the Syrian Golan 
Heights and Old Jersulem but 
would give up the West Bank 
territories seized from Jordan If 
it could station troops along the 
Jordan River to ensure Isreal's 
security. He also Indicated Is- 
rael would relinquish the Sinai 
Desert, taken from Egypt, al- 
though it would keep troops at 
the southeast corner of the pen- 
Insual overlooking the Gulf of 
Aquaba, the southern water route 
to Israel.

Sirhan May 
Change Plea,

For either a conviction or a

In these persons, the alco- 


hol causes nervous tension, 
anxiety and thirst. These ef- 
fects set up a vicious cycle 
and the alcoholic continues 
to drink. This cycle is not no- 
ticeable at first, but its inten- 
sity builds up over the years. 
The true alcoholic can never 
be cured of his alcoholism 
but he can lead a normal life 
if he practices total absti- 
nence. 


There is a second, less 


serious, type of alcoholic 
whose alcoholism is a symp- 
tom of his feeling of inade- 
q u a c y . With appropriate 
treatment he can re-estab- 
lish a pattern of harmless so- 
cial drinking. 


In any case, the treatment 


requires a sincere desire on 
the part of the alcoholic to 
overcome the habit and the 
understanding 
co-operation 


of his family. If the drug, 
disulfiram (An t a b use) is 
used, the "treatment game" 
will help to put the problem 
in proper perspective. The 
alcoholic agrees to take the 
drug if his wife gives him his 
pill every day but agrees not 
to mention his problem at 
any time. He also agrees not 
to remind her if she forgets 
to give him his pill. If she 
forgets for five consecutive 
days, he may take a drink.
